He said their 
effect, however, is not much 
changed. 
Of more importance, Cole 
said, is a new section on pat- 
ents, which would be author- 
ized, for peacetime atomic de- 
velopments, for the first time. 
Under the new section an ap- 
plicant for a patent would have 
to swear he did not learn the 
process on which the patent was 
sought while working for the 
Government. Exceptions to this 
could be made, however, by the 
commission. 
One criticism of the Cole bill 
has been that its patent section 
did not fully protect the public 
interest in the proposed admis- 
sion of private industry to 
peacetime atomic work. 
As for Strauss’s role in the 
commission, critics have said 
lauguage in Cole’s earlier bill 
naming him specifically as the 
commission's principal officer“ 
might substitute one-man rule 
of the agency for direction by 
its five-man commission. 
In the new version Cole has 


eliminated this clause. However, 


- 

the bill elsewhere still says a 
chairman, “as principal officer,” 
shall preside at commission 
meetings, at which at least three 
members must be present to 
transact business. 

This section also says a ma- 
jority vote of the commission 
shall decide its action, Cole not- 
ed. He said this effectively bars 
one-man rule. He pointed out 
there is no such protection now 
in the atomic law. 

As for the tightening of se- 
curity rules, Cole said that publi- 
cations and their reporters need 
not worry. The revised bill, he

Once Wrong, Always So? 


The Supreme Court has upheld part of the 
Internal Security Act concerned with alien for- 
mer Communists, but two strong dissents illus- 
trate the confusion in this country's dealing with 
alien subversives. 

By 7 to 2, the court held that an alien must be 
deported if he ever was a Communist after com- 
ing to the United States. That is what the Mc- 
Carran law says. In the majority opinion, Jus- 
tice Frankfurter stated that the court had to 
recognize Congress's power to deal with aliens. 

The Internal Security Act was passed, how- 
ever, in 1950. In the case before the court, a 
Mexican faced deportation because he had be- 
longed to the Communist party from 1945 to 
1947. As Justice Black pointed out in his dissent, 
the alien had no reason at that time to think 
he was doing anything illegal, and certainly 


. could not foresee that he might be held account- 


able under a law passed three years later. 

Justice Douglas, in the second dissent, went 
to the heart of the whole problem of former 
Communists. Should justice ever conclude that 
because a man was once a Communist, he al- 
ways must carry the curse“? Strangely enough, 
while the Internal Security law says Yes, the 
Immigration Act, also sponsored by Senator Mc- 
Carran of Nevada, says No. 

Immigrants can come to this country even if 
they were once Communists, provided they have 
actively opposed their former cause for five 
years. But aliens who became Communists while 
in America must be deported, however hard they 
may have opposed Communism at a later date 
for however many years. 

Does this make sense? What makes an ex- 
Communist abroad safer than an ex-Communist 
in this country? Or, if they have disavowed 
Communism, what makes either dangerous? 

The trouble with the Internal Security Act is 
that it assumes a person does not change. Once 
a Communist always a Communist. But the 
world knows better. As Justice Douglas said: 

Experience teaches otherwise. It is com- 
mon knowledge that though some of the 
leading socialists of Asia once were Commu- 
nists, they repudiated the Marxist creed 
when they experienced its ugly operations, 


and today are the most effective opponents 
the Communists know. 


This is true not only in Asia but in other 
lands, including our own. Some of the strongest 
opponents of Communism today were once Com- 
munists, and the list is growing. It is to our in- 
terest to make more ex-Communists out of 
Communists, here and abroad. Our laws should 
encourage the effort. 

The Internal Security Act does not do that. 
While the Supreme Court has upheld the law, 
only Congress can change it. The law should 
be corrected. 


One Out of Six 

One by one, major items of President Eisen- 
hower's legislative program are falling by the 
wayside. Here is a thumbnail record: 

Tariffs and trade—the President last year post- 
poned a fight for a three-year extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act until his Ran- 
dall commission had unanimously recommended 
it. Now he has abandoned the fight for this meas- 
ure before it reached the floor of Congress. A 
clear victory for the Republican high-tariff bloc. 

Revision of the Taft-Hartley law—one of the 
main pledges of the 1952 campaign, this meas- 
ure, after an erratic course involving the resig- 
nation of a cabinet member in the Administra- 
tion's first year, has mow been defeated in the 
Senate, largely by Democratic votes. 

Statehood for Hawaii—passed the Senate only 
after an Administration defeat on coupling Alas- 
ka statehood with it. The bill is now buried in 
House committee and likely to stay there. 

Excise tax extension—voted into law by both 
houses, but only after drastic revision of Eisen- 
hower program, reducing tax yield by one bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

Votes for 18-year-olds—defeated on a largely 
party vote, 24 Democrats opposed, 27 Republi- 


cans and 7 Democrats for. .

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Some Map 

In our day we have scrutinized countless 
highway maps. We have tried to find out from 
cluttered, hard-to-read maps just where we were, 
where to turn next, or where we turned wrong. 
Some maps are so unclear as to be calculated 
almost to lose the highwayfarer as a matter of 
intent. To try to use some of them is to wonder 
just what kind of saboteurs have infiltrated the 
map making rooms. 

All of this is by way of qualifying, on the basis 
of experience, to say that the brand new 1954 
map of Missouri issued by the State Highway 
Commission is the best highway map we have 
ever had the pleasure of spreading out before 
us. It is a dandy in every respect. 

In the first place this map is large enough to 
make it possible to carry the names of cities, 
towns, rivers, state parks, historic and natural 
sites, highway mileages and other information 
in type that can be read easily. The map side 
also presents city map plans, together with high- 
ways, not only through St. Louis, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph, Springfield and Jefferson City, but 
also through some 40 other Missouri communi- 
ties—from Maryville, up in the Nebraska-Iowa 
corner, to Caruthersville, deep in the bootheel. 

It was smart to use dark blue lettering: 
on a white map of Missouri, framed by just 
enough of Illinois, Arkansas, Iowa, Kansas and 
our other neighbors in light yellow for easy 
entrance and departure. The maximum of read 
ability must have been achieved. 

The cover side has some 17 views of Missouri 
scenes in color—columns at the State Univer; 
sity, Champ Clark bridge in Pike county, Pony 
Express statue in St. Joseph and a handsome 
selection of highway views in Iron, New Ma- 
drid, Ozark, Stone, Clay, Phelps, Camden and 
other counties. These range in season from the 
greens of spring to the rich hues of autumn. 

But our enthusiastic report so far hardly sug- 
gests the information on this map. It presents 
also the 10 district offices of the Highway Com- 
mission and the name of the engineer in charge 
of each. It gives the staff of the State Highway 
Patrol, together with the location of each troop 
and the name of the officer in charge. It gives 
the precise address of each. It gives the rules of 
the road, the official hand signals, the ‘shapes of

highway markers, distances between Misgouri 


0 ities—and of course the populations and 
locations of virtually every city and town from 
Abesville (42 souls) to Zell (100). 

In looking over this map we found our old 
friend, Taum Sauk Mountain, 1772 feet, prop- 
erly credited with the 20 feet added to his height 
a while back. We also spotted the lowest point 
in Missouri, an elevation of only 230 feet, on the 
St. Francis river in Dunklin county, where Mis- 
souri actually reaches down south of Paragould,

more appreciated by Missourians than by those 
who drill across on 40 or head down 68. Every- 
one who had a Rand in preparing and issuing 
this work of art and utility and safety can swell 
up a lot! 
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Senator Dirksen as Chief Excuser 

Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin is not the 
only Senator who is deflating himself at the in- 
vestigation of the McCarthy-vs.-the-Army war.

At the Tuesday afternoon session, the Illinois 
Senator made it clear why he worked so hard to 
take the inquiry into the back room behind 
closed doors. He is on Senator McCarthy's side. 
Senator Dirksen gave all this away beyond any 
question when he sought to excuse Roy M. 
Cohn’s violent outburst, coupled with threats to 
“investigate the heck out of the Army” ‘(only 
our gravevine tells us he did not say “heck”). 

In the now well-known Dirksenian style, the 
Senator tried to justify the Cohn declaration 
of “war on the Army” as a natural human 
irritation such as any one might undergo on 
being held out of & secret radar laboratory 
at Fort Monmouth. Yet all the rumple-haired 
orator from Pekin could get from the courteous 
but firm Col. Kenneth E. BeLieu at this point 
was that Mr. Cohn had not been cleared for the 
secret laboratory and the decision to keep him 
out was the right one in the interests of national 
security. 

As for Senator Dirksen’s distress at being

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The Red Cross Tops Its Goal 

Everybody in St. Louis will be glad to hear 
that the 1954 Red Cross fund-raising campaign 
has topped its goal of $1,150,000. On its record 
through the years the Red Cross merits just 
that kind of open-handed support. 

And yet the fact is that it has not been getting 
it. This is the first Red Cross campaign to go 
over the top since 1949. Last year’s drive, for 
example, fell some 4 per cent short. And even 
this year’s campaign had to be extended over 
almost three months instead of one, and the 
goal was somewhat smaller, too. All of which 
suggests that something is wrong. 

Perhaps part of the answer may lie in the 
fact that many people believe there are too 
many fund-raising campaigns. Generous support 
of the Community Chest, on the reasonable 
theory that it includes most of the worthwhile 
charities, is as much as many can afford. Worthy 
groups like the Red Crosg which insist on indi- 
vidual campaigns might well consider a change 
of policy in their own interest as well as that 
of the community.

THE CAINE MUTINY COURT MARTIAL, by Her- 
mas Wouk. (Doubleday, 128 pqs., $2.75.) 
Herman Wouk, author of two third- 
rate novels, hit the best seller list with 
his book “The Caine Mutiny” and won 
the Pulitzer Prize for it. He has now 
dramatized the final chapters of this 
first-rate novel into a terse, taut, dra- 
matically supercharged first-rate play, 
now a sell-out on the New York stage.

Without the 
intervention of new forces to 
restore the balance, the French 
position can only be expected 
to go from bad to worse the 
longer the war lasts. For this 
reason the chances of a nego- 
tiated armistice have depended 
on convincing Peiping that it 
should not base its policy in In- 
dochina solely on a calculation 
about the forces now engaged in 
fighting in Indochina. 


If Chou En-lai Asks 
Too Much. 


This would be a near-sighted 
view. of the situation. It could 


be taken. We are accused here 
not only of not wishing to nego- 
tiate an armistice but also of 
bluffing about intervention. It 
is very dangerous to be thought 


io be bluffing. For that encour- 


ages our adversaries to raise 
their price and bring the world 


‘!nearer to the point where the 
Bi supposed bluff, 


having been 
called on the theory that it is a 


if bluff, turns out not to be a bluff ! 
pj at all. 


The problem is how to elim- 
inate the bluff and prove the 
reality. What are the recogniz- 
able characteristics of a bluff? 
To threaten to take a military 
action, which in the judgment 
of serious military men—enemy, 
our own and neutral—cannot do 
what it is advertised to do. 

For example, the talk about 
saving Dien Bien Phu from the 
decks of an aircraft carrier was 
a bad kind of bluff. Such a 
harum-scarum operation could 
never have been ordered by a 
responsible government in Wash- 
ington unless the decision had 
already been taken to engage in 
a general war in the Far East. 
The net effect of the talk 
about the air strike at Dien Bien 
Phu has been to heighten the 
feeling that we are reckless and 
to diminish the weight of what 


have, destructive consequences it we say. Never threaten to do 


Chou En-lai acts on the notion 
that he needs reckon only with 
what military forces France and 
the Viet Nam are still able and 
willing to use. 

It is essential that he should 
not misunderstand the favorable 
local military situation. If he 
asks too much, what he will 
get in the end is an indefinitely 
long and widening war. : 

From the point of view of 
Peiping, the Red Chinese are in 
sight of a negotiated armistice 
which would bring Tonkin with- 
in the Chinese sphere of influ- 
ence. For centuries—under the 
Manchus, under Chiang Kai- 
shek, under Mao Tse-Tung-—this 
has been a Chinese interest in 
that the rivers and roads of Ton- 
kin are the connection between 
southern China and the sea. 

When in 1940, for example, 
the Japanese wanted to get at 
southern China, they forced the 
French Vichy Government to let 
them occupy Tonkin. 

The crucial question is wheth- | 
er Peiping will negotiate an end 
to the fighting, having attained 
this vital but limited objective, 
or whether, like a gambler, they 
will play for all or nothing. 


Threat of Intervention. 


The central theme of our own 
diplomacy has been directed pri- 
marily, indeed one might say 
almost exclusively, to convincing 
Peiping via Moscow not to play 
for all or nothing, not to mis- 
take the military and political 
deterioration which they are 
seeing in Indochina for a deteri- | 
oration of the whole Western 
position in Asia. 

There has been much eonfu- 
sion and contradiction, most of 
it as the result of having had 
to improvise suddenly when the 
situation in Indochina deterio- 
rated so unexpectedly. Never- 
theless, the report of what Mr. 
Eden said to Chou En-Lai about 
not discounting intervention 
shows that the main point is still 
the main point. 

‘It needs to be made clearer 
and sharper, and there are, it 
seems to me, several things that 
we can do about that. 

The first is to make it plain 
that we do favor an honorable 
negotiated armistice. It will help 
enormousiy if we can carry the 
conviction that we do in fact 
stand with the British and the 
French who are seeking to nego- 
tiate an armistice. Our purposes 
are under suspicion in Europe 
and in Asia on this fundamental 
matter because the issue in 
Washington between those who 
want to end the war in Indo- 
china and those who want to en- 
large it to a war against China 
has been left unresolved. 

It is essential that our aim 
be ‘clarified, that it be made 
clear that we are working on 
these pacts and talking about 
intervention in order to promote 
a negotiated armistice. That is 
what Mr. Eden is trying to do, 
and all doubt and , ambiguity 
should be removed that this is 
what we are trying to do, and 
that we are not trying to do 
something very different.

Talk Must Convince. 


There is a deeper confusion 
which needs to be cleared up. It 
comes from those who say that 
they are prepared to intervene 


to save Indochina with sea and 
air forces, and at the most with 
two or three divisions. Talk of 
this kind carries no effective 
conviction where we need to 
— convietion, and it does not 


ngthen, it weakens, our 


whole diplomatic posture. 


For since the Korean war the 
professional soldiers all know 
that air forces are not a decisive 
weapon in an Asian land war. 
With almost absolute control of 
the air over North Korea, we 


were unable to prevent the 


Chinese from building up an 


army that was stronger at the 


end of the war than at any other 


time. And against, the kind of 
guerrilla warfare fhat is waged 
over most of Indochina, airpow- 


er is even less likely to be de- 
cisive. * 

It is not convincing, there- 
fore, to say that we are going 


to defeat Ho-Chi-minh with air- 


power and ships, and a few 
troops. It is better to say noth- 
ing than to say something which 
nobody believes. ; 


Work With Allies. 


Since nobody in his senses is 
thinking of putting in an Ameri- 
can ground army to pacify the 
whole of Indochina, since it 
would be imprudent to estimate 
the size of such a force at jess 
than 10 divisions, there is a 
grave risk that our adversaries 
will reach a false conclusion 
about our intentions and our 
power. There is danger that 
they will think we are bluffing 
and can do nothing because we 
cannot or will not do the kinds 
of things we talk about doing. 

Our true position of strength 
in Indochina must be founded 


the region lies at the limits, not 
at the center, of our vital inter- 
ests and of our effective military 
power. 

Anything we say which ig- 
nores that reality will be judged 
by the world as having in it an 
element of bluff, or .worse still 
an element of blind imprudence. 

In this region we are not able 
to settle political questions by 
our own military power. We 
must work there with ouf allies, 
and by allies I mean the great 
powers of Asia and of Europe, 
not small client states.

High Enrollment ‘Excit- 
ing’ Trend. 


The heavy enrollment in 
American colleges is “one of 
the most exciting developments 
in western civilization since the 
revival of learning in the Re- 
naissance,” Thomas S. Hall, dean 
of the Washington University 
college of liberal arts, said last 
night. 

Speaking at the university’s 
annual dinner honoring its sus- 
taining associates, Hall declared 
that this mass seeking for high- 
er education” can mean that 
within a generation there will 
develop “a very substantial nu- 


cleus of men and women who 
are reasonably literate, reason- 
ably well-informed and reason- 
ably capable of mature human 
judgments.” 


This depends, he added, on 
the ability of colleges to carry 
out their responsibilities. He 
remarked that of the 4,500,000 
young men and women who will 
be graduated from high schools 
this spring, 1,000,000 will go to 
college. 

The task of liberal arts edu- 
cation, Hall said, is to train “a 
hard nucleus of civilized citi- 
zens who possess the mentality 
and judgment to handle free- 
dom in a complex society.” 


“In a totalitarian society,” he 
continued, “human judgment is 
not as important as it is in a 
free democracy, where it is ab- 
solutely essential that a sub- 
stantial number of the voting 
citizens can distinguish and will 
repudiate dishonesty, quackery, 
demagoguery and bad taste 
wherever they are encountered.” 

He told guests at the Univer- 
sity Club dinner that this kind 
of training is more important 
than scientific research in col- 
leges, saying that “without the 
search for basic truth, the whole 
structure of our technological 
advance in industry, engineer- 
ing and medicine would be im- 
possible.” 

‘Ironically, every college pres- 
ident reports that it is much 
easier to obtain funds for the 
support of practical research,” 
he added. 

, Hall said that now there is a 
reaction to the philosophy of 
education of the 1910-1940 pe- 
riod which held that “it did not 
matter what a student studied 
in college so long as the teach- 
ing was good,” 

Now, he said, the study plan 
of the student is considered to 
be just as important as the cali- 
ber of instruction. “A knowl- 
edge of the major scientific the- 
ories, basic acquaintance with 
contemporary politics and eco- 
nomics, a knowledge of history 
and familiarity with a reason- 
able number of great books are 
considered indispensable if we 
are to combat ignorance and il- 
literacy.” 

Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shep- 
ley told the sustaining associ- 
ates, a group of St. Louis busi- 
ness and professional men who 
support the university, that “a 
great college of liberal arts is 
at the heart of every great uni- 
versity.” 

He made a brief introduction 
to a film dramatizing the value 
of a liberal arts education which 
was prepared by university staff 
members and students with the

WASHINGTON. 


HIS city is your national capital and of it most citizens seem 
to be proud. So are we who live here. Most recently it 
has become a sort of model, at President Eisenhower's initia- * 


tive, in working out a solution for integration of public schools 
under the Supreme Court’s decision banning segregation. 


We are proud of that and in- 
terested in this effort. It is all 
to broaden our democracy. We 
are interested also in measures 
in Congress to 
expand our 
democracy, both 
spiritually and 
physically, far 
beyond our con- 
tinental borders 
by granting 
statehood to 
Hawaii and 
Alaska. 

Repeat e d ly. 
in speeches urg- 
ing statehood, 
we hear a great 
deal about “taxation without 
representation” of the people of 
Hawaii and Alaska. We would 
like to see them get the privi- 
leges of citizenship, the right to 
vote and have Representatives 
in Congress, which makes the 
laws that govern them along 
with the rest of us. 


What They Don’t Have. 


But also, if you please, we'd 
like to get a little democracy for 
ourselves, voteless citizens of the 
national capital. 


We'd like to be able to vote. 
We can't now. We'd lilte to be 
able to manage our affairs as a 
city. We can’t now. 

We'd like to be able to vote 
for President, and to have elect- 
ed Representatives in Congress, 
which is over-all manager of our 
affairs. We'd like our own elec- 
tive city officials to direct our 
local government. We have 
none of this now. 

Truly, we too have “taxation 
without representation” with a 
vengeance, 8 

For years there have been 
bills to give us home rule, and 
there are such pending now in 
Congress. Also there have been 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ments, separate from home rule. 
to permit us to elect our own 
members in Congress and to 
vote for President. 


Role of Senator Case. 


Very active in both movements 
and a sponsor of measures to 
bring about both is Senator 
Francis Case, Republican, of 
South Dakota. Just now he is 
giving priority to his proposed 
constitutional amendment to give 
the national capital representa- 
tion in the House, though not in 
the Senate, and to permit us to 
vote for President.

Debate on the bill 
was interrupted briefly when the 
chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee asked for im- 
mediate consideration of the res- 
olution. 


He said: “The resolution ex- 
pressed the sympathy of Amer- 
ica for Red-ruled Czechoslovakia 
and our hope that the Czechs 
might soon be free again to gov- 
ern themselves. When we had 
struck our blow for Czech lib- 
erty, we resumed on local taxes 
and raised them. 


Mighty Like the Czechs. 


“Now I hope and believe that 
we legislated benevolently, but 
I am certain that the people who 
will pay these taxes had as little 
to say about them as the Czechs 
have to say about theirs.” 


If the Czechs have absolutely 
nothing to say, he is correct. 
For we don't have any say what- 
ever, nor any say as to how the 
money is spent. 

Senator Case called attention 
to some erroneous impressions 
that many people have about 
their national capital. One is 
that the population is made up 
entirely of Federal employes, 
and another is that everybody 
here can vote elsewhere. 

The truth is that only 120,000 
of the more than 800,000 per- 
sons living in the District of 
Columbia are government em- 
ployes. Between 400,000 and 
500,000 persons of voting age 
who are living here have no vot- 
ing rights elsewhere. 


Taxes? Plenty of Them! 


Even those who can vote back 
in their home communities— 
where many have not lived for 
years—would like to have a 
voice, through their vote, in the 
government of this city where 
they live with their families and 
where their children go to 
school. 


Another erroneous impression 
is that people here don't pay any 
taxes. Senator Case explained 
that citizens here pay about 90 
per cent of local government 
costs in this supposed “federal 
city” through local taxes, and 
pay the same federal taxes that 
citizens of the states pay. 

The fact is, a recent study 
showed, that district residents 
pay more federal income tax 
than the people of a dozen 
states. They served in World 
War II in greater numbers than 
their fellow citizens from each 
of a dozen states. 

In every respect they carry 
their full share of American re- 
sponsibility but lack even a 
modicum of their political rights.

Singer's Case to Be Reopened 
After Attorney Charges 
‘Entrapment.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP) 
—Crooner Dick Haymes, Rita 
Hayworth's husband, has won 
suspension of a Government de- 
portation order. 


The Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals lifted the order yesterday 
and directed the Immigration 
Service to reopen Haymes’s case 
for further hearings. 

It acted on the basis of a 
charge by Welburn Maycock, 
Haymes's attorney, that the 35- 
year-old singer was the victim 
of “entrapment” by immigration

MRS. HOYER had written to Miss Baillie 
early last year, asking if she might study with 
her, and Miss Baillie, impressed by the St. 
Louisan’s desire to study oratorio instead of 
opera, agreed to give her lessons if she could 
come to London. Then the Bach Society heard 
about it and, as a surprise gift to the accom- 
panist, made up a purse and sent her to England 
where she studied during July and August and 
became a close friend of the British singer. 

The artist, blue-eyed and fair-haired, with a 
flawless peaches-and-cream complexion and a 
pleasant look that never seems to leave her 
round face, is making her first visit to St. Louis. 
She is in this country, for the first time since 
1949, as the guest of her daughter, Mrs. Edward 
V. Roberts, of Fairfax, Va., wife of a State 
Department employe. In private life Mrs. Henry 
E. Wrigley, the soprano and her husband live 
in Selborne, Hampshire, in a home made from 
two 400-year-old cottages, with a thatched roof 
and beams from the battleships of the first 
Queen Elizabeth's fleet.

ALTHOUGH SHE IS a native of Scotland, 
her career has centered arormd London and 
Manchester, and today she has risen to the top 
of the British musical world. She wears the 
royal decoration, Companion of the Order of the 
British Empire, for her service to music, and 
holds an honorary degree of master of arts from 
the University of Manchester. 

In addition to her concert appearances and 
solo roles with choral and orchestral groups, 
she has appeared before the royal family on 
many occasions, including the wedding of the 
Earl of Dalkieth, where Queen Elizabeth, the 
Duke of Edinburgh and Princess Margaret were 
guests. * .

Concert Society, one of England’s foremost mu- 
sical organizations. . 

In fact, it was as soloist with the Halle group 
that she got her first break as a musical artist. 
Supporting herself as a secretary, but dreaming 
of the day when she could trade shorthand notes 
for musical notes on a permanent basis, ,she 
wrote to the conductor, Sir Hamilton Harty, for 
an interview. Three weeks later, he gave her a 
small solo role and her career was on its way 
in earnest. 

„I had never dreamed of anything else,” she 
said, “even though I didn’t study until I was in 
my teens. I remember the first time I ever 
sang in public was as a child of six and I stood 
on a table to sing for an audience of 500. I 
don’t recall being scared.

ESTORIL, Portugal. 

T the elegant Palacio Hotel in Estoril, the sun comes 

A encoun the balconied windows early in the morning 

the birds set up a respectfully subdued chatter 

in the date palms. A layer of barbered parks and a layer 

of pink geraniums rise to 

white- washed, tile-roofed 

houses. The boulevard 

edges a ‘crescent of Atlan- 
tic beach. 

This is the suburban 
home of ex-kings. The re- 
treat of wealthty British 
refugees from socialized 
medicine. Assorted charac- 
ter types from the Levant 
and former international 
spies who lived here dur- 
ing the war on expense 

‘accounts. 

The sun is warm, prices 
are low. The Portuguese 
escudo is hard currency 
and Dr. Oliveira Salazar 
has been firm in the po- 
litical saddle these 26 


years 

In his full-floor residence in Lisbon’ s plush Aviz 
Hotel, the richest man in the world takes his breakfast. 
Mr. Gulbankian is rich in Armenian oll but poor in health. 
His diet is simple enough to be within reach of the $15-a- 
month sweeper. In the afternoon, you can see his 60-year- 
old son riding in the Rolls Royce town car with a fresh 
orchid in his guttonhole. 

King Umberto of Italy and the Count of Paris, pre- 
tender to the French throne, and Don Juan, Count of Bar- 
celona and heir to Spanish royal claims, all live in Estorif. 

In the morning, ex-royalty, British and American tour- 
ists, head for the beaches. They rent cabanas and towels 
from the beach boys. Men must wear tops. And women 
are allowed only one-piece bathing suits with a skirt in 
Portugal. 

To enforce this, the Navy puts out a beach patrolman, 
the “cabo d’mar.” The beach boys in turn have hired a 
lookout, When the cabo d'mar is on the prowl, he comes 
screaming down the beach. Then royalty and tourists hustle 
into their cabanas. Or put on shirts and towels. 

The fine is about $20. Like all fines in Portugal, it is 
collected then and there. You are given a receipt. Just 
like jaywalking in Lisbon which costs you 9 cents, paid on 
the spot to the cop.

IN THE LATE AFTERNOON, the ladies hold teas in 
the highest fashion of silks and satins. The cocktail hour 
starts about 7:30. The Palacio’s bar and terrace are very 
fashionable. 

“Over there, the richest Portuguese. Aft that table, 
a Belgian baron. She's a White Russian, the one with the 
bullfighter hat. That one was a German agent during the 
war, so they say.” 

The martinis are the best in Europe. The waiters snap 
cigarette lighters, licensed by the Government. All lighters 
are licensed, $1.50 a year. A $20 fine if you fail to do so. 

About 10:30, dinner begins at the Estoril Casino up the 
street. There is dinner music and dinner for four with 
wines and brandies comes to $10. ' 

You register to get in the gambling casino. No minors. 
No police nor militaty,. No persons in the Finance depart- 
ment of the Government or paymasters are allowed. 

The inside ‘is hushed like a public library. Long 
whippy rakes drag chips silently from the felt roulette 
tables. Coffee is served on little tables beside the players. 
Any speech above a whisper draws a stare. The lowest 
chip is 18 cents. There is a bar. A few unescorted ladies 
can be persuaded to have a drink with you. 

About 4 in the morning, the ex-captains and ex- 
kings depart. The sun edges over the date palms and 
the birds sing for them.

How It Started

“Keep Your Mouth Shut and 
Your Eyes Open” 


T seems to be an old Scot- 
| ish proverb that our corre- 

spondent poses, “Keep your 
mouth shut and your eyes 
open.” We are in accord as to 
its appropriateness today, and 
no less as to its slangy sound.“ 
Nevertheless it appears in the 
collection of “Scottish Proverbs” 
published in 1737 by Allan 
Ramsay, the Scotch poet who 
found ‘ault with the celebrated 
collection of James Kelly, and 
sought to improve on this. As 
Ramsay put it, the proverb 
stands: “Keep your mouth close 
an’ your een open.”

quotation from Lao-Tsze, the 
Chinese teacher and philosopher 
who flourished in the sixth 
century, B. C. The reputed 
founder of Taoism counselled:

Through the Years With the Pioneers 


Club Is Celebrating 75th Anniversary Tonight; Members Really Pioneered in Serious Discussions 


By Mary Kimbrough 


O one could argue the point 
Na The Pioneers were well 

named. That's just what they 
were, pioneers, on a sunny spring 
day 75 years ago when they 
stopped sewing fine seams and 
started debating such contro- 
versial issues as whether or not 
“society life interferes with the 
domestic duties of married 
women.” 


They even, in fact, devoted 
one whole afternoon to a well- 
bred argument on the subject, 
“Is life worth living?” 

Apparently, The Pioneers of 
1879 and their successors on the 
club rolls thought it was well 
worth the candle. They've kept 
right on debating and arguing 
and today have graduated into 
the realm of serious foreign af- 
fairs, wrinkling their collective 
brows, viewing with alarm if the 
need arises, and making them- 
selves heard on such subjects as 
“Understanding India.” 


Today, the organization, one of 
the few women’s clubs west of 
the Mississippi with a continu- 
ous 75-year history, celebrates 
its diamond jubilee. The an- 
nual event will be marked with 
a party tonight at the Congress 
Towers, and as usual, The 
Pioneers will put on an original 
musical and dramatic skit re- 
viewing the year’s highlights, 
taking a humorous backward 
glance over the past three- 
quarters of a century and pok- 
ing fun at themselves and their 
predecessors. 


But the founders weren't the 
only ones to live up to the 
name. In 1893, The Pioneers 
worried about the condition of 
the laboring classes and the s0- 
cial status of women. In 1907, 
they were daring to discuss Tol- 
stoy. In 1920, they tussled with 
a study of democracy and sev- 
eral years ago, before the Great 
Books Movement took hold in 
St. Louis, The Pioneers had 
their own great books study. 

There’s no doubt, however, 
that the first group of women 
departed from custom when they 
got together for culture and 
serious discussion 75 years ago. 
While many of their St. Louis 
friends were sitting at home 
with their needlework, or en- 
gaging in a fast game of euchre, 
or attending an afternoon tea, 
The Pioneers started chewing 
on social issues of the day. 


St- Louis was a thriving city 
even then, the fourth largest 
in the nation, in fact. But a 
lumber yard stood where the 
Jefferson Hotel is now, Lindell 
boulevard wound its way through 
open fields and cows grazed 
peacefully in the meadow at 
Kingshighway and Lindell. Two 
railroads were beginning to com- 
pete with the steamboat and a 
horse-drawn car line ran along 
Chestnut street. 

It was an era of gas lamps and 
carriages. Gardens and vineyards 
were planted at Grand and 
Gravois. The Veiled Prophet 
creaked and bumped over wood- 
en-paved streets on his earliest 
visits to his adopted city. 

Newspapers advertised glass 
shades for clocks and wax flow- 
ers, and such “elegant illumi- 
nated mottoes as “Home Sweet 
Home,” were on sale for $1.

Overseas Queen Victoria's son, 
the Duke of Connaught, mar- 
ried Princess Louise Margaret, 
and Russia was stubbornly 
“evading the evacuation of Bul- 
garia and eastern Rumelia.” 

It was against a background 
of quiet, leisurely life at home 
and not too many worries from 
abroad that the history of The 
Pioneers begins. Minutes of 
their first meetings, now on file 
in the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety, tell their story. 


ae SS 
HE first few meetings were 
cultural, with piano and vocal 
solos, essays, recitations. But 
The Pioneers soon tired of that 
and got their teeth into more 
meaty problems. Their earliest 
debates centered around such 
subjects as these: the desire to 
dress according to fashion should 
be encouraged; hope of reward 
is a greater incentive to action 
than the fear of punishment; a 
teacher exercises greater influ- 
ence on the formation of char- 
acter in the young than the 
parent; novel reading is more 
beneficial than injurious; an- 
cients were more civilized than 
moderns; it is wise to send chil- 
dren to foreign lands to be ed- 
ucated, and influential friends 
do more toward promoting ad- 
vancement than hard work and 
personal traits. 
They once voted to study 
Shakespeare, but that lasted 
only two meetings and the bard 


they didn’t 
interest in culture alto- 


gether, for the minutes of an 
early meeting records a vote ap- 
proving the continuation of a 
custom of giving wedding pres- 
ents that would be “something 
of a literary nature.” 

It was the late Mrs. Henry 
Jaco The Pioneers say, who 
inspired them to discuss the 
really controversial issues of so- 
cial and economic significance. 
Before she became active in the 
club, they would select a single 
subject for each meeting She 
suggested a yearly program and, 
as one member put it, “decided 
that when we got together it 
wouldn't hurt to improve our 
minds.“ 

With the turn of the century, 
the club started its present pat- 
tern of selecting a serious sub- 
ject each spring for the follow- 
ing year’s consideration, then 
dividing it into sub-headings and 
assigning leaders for the dis- 
cussion. At first, they asked 
each member to read a paper, 
but the trouble with that was 
the reader usually read for 45 
minutes and the rest of the 
women only had 15 minutes to 
talk. So they started the cus- 
tom of throwing the entire 
meeting open for discussion, with 
a leader keeping them on the 
track and tossing out bait for 
argument.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


HEN people get the urge 
to paint a house they usual- 
ly run out, buy a few 
buckets of paint and some 
brushes and start slapping the 
stuff on just as fast as they can. 

One of the first jobs in pre- 
paring a house for paint is to 
remove the loose and blistered 
paint. For this you use a stiff 
wire brush or a scraper. Along 
with the loose paint you'll also 
remove a good deal of the dirt 
that gets caught in little cracks 
and crevices. 

You'll probably find that the 
paint over knots in the wood 
does not hold very well and the 
treatment here is to remove the 
paint, sand the knot smooth and 
then coat with shellac. When 
the shellac is dry, touch it up 
with paint before repainting the 
entire surface. 

Cracks in the wood siding and 
open joints should be cleaned 
out and then filled before paint- 
ing. White lead and putty are 
fine for small cracks and caulk- 
ing compound is good for open 
joints. Nail heads which are 
flush with the wood | siding 
should be punched below it and 
the resulting hole filled with 
wood putty. This, of course, ap- 
plies to nails made of corrosive 
ls. Loose nails should be

renailed and badly damaged sec- 
tions of siding should be re- 
placed.

Thick Broiled 
Steak Still Is 
Special Treat 
By Edith M. Barber 


can be practically guaranteed. 


Broiling is, of course, the ac- 
cepted method of cooking. 
There are several new types of 
grills in which charcoal or bri- 
quetts can be used either out- 
doors or in a fireplace. 


Most of us cook our steaks in 
the broiler of our gas or electric 
range. This must be thorough- 
ly preheated, and the door of 
an electric range must be left 
open. If one portion of the fam- 
ily demands rare, and the other 
well-done steak, there is an- 
other problem. This can be 
solved by dividing the meat and 
allowing some of it to cook 
more thoroughly. 


There are always discussions 
as to whether meat should be 


cooked steak; others prefer to 
use the drippings that result 
from cooking. 


Broiled Steak. 


Choose T-bone or sirloin 
steak. If T-bone is chosen, 
have “tail” ground and skewered 
into steak. Make several slashes 
in fat edge of steak. Rub broil- 
er rack with fat. Arrange steak 
on rack and place in broiling 
oven three inches from heat. For 
two-inch steak, allow 15 minutes 
on each side for cooking to rare 
point. Add two minutes for me- 
dium, and five minutes for well- 
done meat. Test by cutting slit 
in steak near bone. 


Pan Gravy for Steak. 


After steak is removed from 
pan, remove rack. Add one- 
fourth to one-half cup water to 
drippings remaining in pan. Heat 
over top burner. Stir well and 
add salt and pepper, if needed. 
If desired, minced onion or 
chives may be cooked lightly in 
the fat before the water is 
added.
